Hogs  and  pigs  On  U.  S.  farms  December  1,  1972  are  estimated  at  61.5 
million  head — 2  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier,  according  to  the  Crop 
Reporting  Board.    Hogs  and  pigs  kept  for  breeding  are  estimated  at  9.0  mil- 
lion, an    increase  of  6  percent.    Market  hogs  and  pigs  number  52.5  million, 
down  3  percent. 

The  June-November  1972  pig  crop  is  estimated  at  45.7  million  head,  1 
percent  below  a  year  earlier.    The  6.3  million  sows  farrowed  during  this 
period  is  the  same  as  a  year    earlier.    The  1972  pig  crop  (December  1971  - 
November  1972)  totals  93.7  million  head,  4  percent  below  a  year  ago. 

The  December  1971-May  1972  pig  crop  was  estimated  at  48.1  million 
head,  8  percent  below  a  year  earlier.    Hog  producers  intend  to  farrow  7.0  mil- 
lion sows  during  December  1972-May  1973,  6  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier. 
If  pigs  per  litter  are  average,  allowing  for  trend,  the  pig  crop  will  be  51.2 
million  head  —  up  7  percent. 


The  inventory  value  of  all  hogs  and  pigs  totaled  $2,575  million,  up  45 
percent  from  December  1,  1971.  The  value  per  head  averaged  $41. 90,  up  $13.40 
per  head.

HOGS  AND  PIGS  DOWN  2  PERCENT 


The  number  of  hogs  and  pigs  on  U.  S.  farms  December  1  is  estimated  at  61,502,000 
head,  down  2  percent  from  December  1,  1971.     Breeding  hogs  totaled  8,986,000  head,  an 
increase  of  6  percent  from  a  year  ago.    Hogs  and  pigs  for  market  totaled  52,516,000 
head,  down  3  percent. 

By  weight  groups,  market  hogs  and  pigs  on  December  1,  1972  and  the  change  from  a 
year  earlier  are:    Less  than  60  pounds — 20,082,000  head,  up  193,000;  60-119  pounds — 
13,959,000  head,  down  443,000;  120-179  pounds— 10,659,000  head,  down  224,000;  180-219 
pounds— 6,030,000  head,  down  622,000;  and  220  pounds  and  over— 1 , 786,000  head,  down 
425,000. 

In  the  10  Corn  Belt  States — Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  Iowa, 
Missouri,  South  Dakota,  Nebraska  and  Kansas — the  December  1  number  of  hogs  and  pigs 
is  estimated  at  46,248,000  head,  about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier.    The  10  States 
accounted  for  75  percent  of  the  Nation's  total  inventory  of  hogs  and  pigs.     Iowa,  with 
the  largest  share,  24  percent,  had  a  2  percent  decrease  in  inventory.    Second- ranking 
Illinois  had  an  increase  of  8  percent,  while  third  ranked  Indiana  was  off  1  percent. 

Market  hogs  and  pigs  in  the  10  States  totaled  39,519,000  head,  down  2  percent 
from  last  year.    Breeding  hogs  totaled  6,729,000  head,  an  increase  of  9  percent. 

The  average  value  per  head  of  hogs  on  U.  S.  farms  December  1  was  $41.90  per  head, 
an  increase  of  $13.40  from  last  year.    Total  value  of  hogs  and  pigs  on  farms  was 
$2,575  million,  up  45  percent  in  spite  of  the  2  percent  decline  in  hog  numbers. 

JUNE-NOVEMBER  PIG  CROP  DOWN  1  PERCENT 

The  June-November  1972  U.S.  Pig  Crop  totaled  45,654,000  head — a  decline  of  1 
percent  from  a  year  earlier. 

Sows  farrowing  during  June-November  1972  totaled  6,288,000  head,  virtually  the 
same  as  a  year  earlier. 

Average  litter  size  during  June-November  1972  was  7.26  pigs  compared  with  7.29 
a  year  earlier. 

The  June- August  1972  Pig  Crop  in  the  10  Corn  Belt  States  totaled  17,050,000  head, 
up  1  percent.     Sows  farrowed  during  the  quarter  totaled  2,339,000  head,  virtually  the 
same  as  a  year  earlier. 

The  September-November  1972  Pig  Crop  in  the  10  Corn  Belt  States  totaled  17,707,000 
head,  1  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier.    Sows  farrowed  during  this  period  totaled 
2,493,000  head,  an  increase  of  3  percent.

DECEMBER-MAY. INTENTIONS  UP  6  PERCENT 


Hog  producers  in  the  U.  S.  intend  to  farrow  6,970,000  sows  during 
December  1972-May  1973,  6  percent  above  a  year  earlier.     If  litter  rates  are 
average,  allowing  for  trend,  the  pig  crop  will  total  51,230,000,  an-  increase 
of  7  percent. 

Sows  bred  and  intended  to  farrow  on  the  10  Corn  Belt  States  during 
December  1972-February  1973  are  estimated  at  2,009,000,  a  10  percent  increase 
from  a  year  earlier.     Intentions  were  higher  in  all  10  States  with  Illinois, 
Minnesota,  South  Dakota,  and  Nebraska  up  13  to  20  percent. 

Reported  intentions  are  for  3,289,000  sows  to  farrow  during  the  March- 
May  1973  quarter  in  the  10  States,  7  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier. 
V/I  scons  in  was  the  only  State  showing  a  decrease.    Minnesota's  intentions  were 
up  17  percent  and  Iowa  10  percent.
